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FARM INCOME ON THE RISE 
Farm income in 1933 was $1,240,000,000 greater 
tha n in 1932—a ju m p of 24 per cent. 
The chief reasons for this, according to the 
D epartm ent of Agricu ltu re press service, were in­ 
creased prices for crpps, and benefit and rental 
pay m ents by the Agricu ltu ral A dju stm ent Ad­ 
ministration. And it shou ld lik ewise be rem em ­ 
bered tha t the farm er’s great allies in raising 
and stabilizing prices, and in fram ing govern­ 
m ental farm legislation, were the farm coopera­ 
tives. 
The co-ops entered 1933 after one of the worst 
y ears in agricu ltu ral history —a y ear in which 
farm income was at the bottom. They went for­ 
ward cou rageou sly and u ndismay ed. They fou ght 
the farm er’s battles with the m iddlem an—they 
brou ght his point of view before the pu blic and 
won its sy m pathy —they conferred with govern­ 
m ental officials on all m anner of m atters direct­ 
ly and indirectly affecting agricu ltu re.
